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Claims: 

1 .(original) Axi equipment front fece for a motor vehicle, the front face comprising a top 
cross-member extended at its ends firstly by lateral supports and secondly by legs, said 
front face comprising at least first and second structural parts each having a central 
portion and two extensions on either side of the central portion, the central portions of the 
two structural parts belonging to the cross-member, the extensions of the first structural 
part belonging to the lateral supports while the extensions of the second structural part 
belong to the legs, and wherein the top cross-member includes a body made of a plastics 
material intercoimecting the structural parts. 

2. (original) An equipment front face according to claim 1, in which the structural parts 
are metal parts. 

3. (original) An equipment front face according to claim 1, in which the cross-member 
body includes stiffening means suitable for keeping constant the cross-section of the 
structural parts. 

4. (original) An equipment front fece according to claim 3, in which said stiffening means 
comprise a grid of transverse ribs extending in the space defined by each structural part 

5. (original) An equipment front face according to claim 1, in which the structural parts 
are engaged on the cross-member body. 

6. (original) An equipment front face according to claim 1 , in which the structural parts 
are embedded, at least in part, in the crossF-member body. 

7. (original) An equipment front fece according to claim 1 , in which the structural parts 
are positioned on either side of the cross-member body at the bottom and top faces 
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fliereofi each presenting a flat section, whereby the structural part$ and the cross-member 
body together form a sandwich. 

8. (original) An equipment front face according to claim 1 , in which each of the structural 
parts presents a C-shaped section. 

9. (originaI) An equipment front fece according to claim 8, in which the structural parts 
are oriented in such a maimer that the concave sides of their respective central portions 
face towards each other, 

10. (original) An equipment front &ce according to claim S» in which the structural parts 
are oriented in such a manner that the concave sides of their reactive central portions 
face away from each other. 

1 1 .(original) An equipment front fece according to claim 10, wherein one of the 
structural parts is provided with a projecting finger suitable for being received m a £^g 
cavity formed in the other structural part 

12. (originaI) An equipment front face according to claim 1, in winch one of the structural 
parts is situated towards the front of the cross-member, while the other structural part is 
situated towards the rear thereof. 

13. (original) An equipment front face according to claim 1 » in which one of the structural 
parts presents an overall outline that is closed. 

14. (new) An equipment from face for a motor vehicle, the front face comprising a top 
cross-member extended at its ends firstiy by lateral supports and secondly by legs, the 
front face comprising at least first and second structural parts each having a central 
portion and two extensions on either side of the central portion^ the central portions of the 
two structural parts belongix^ to the cross-member, the extensions of the first structural 
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part belonging to the lateral supports while the extensions of the second structural part 
belong to the legs, the top cioss-member includes a body made of a plastics material 
interconnecting the structural parts, the structural parts positioned on either ^de of the 
cross-member body at the bottom and top feces thereof, each presenting a flat section, 
wheieby the structural parts and the cross-member body togetiier form a sand^vich. 

15. (new) An equipment front face according to claim 14, in which each of the structural 
parts presents a C-shaped section* 

16. (new) An equipment front face according to claim 15, in which the structural parts are 
oriented in such a manner that the concave sides of their respective central portions fece 
towards each other. 

17«(new) An equipment front &ce according to claim 1 S, in which the structural parts are 
oriented in such a manner that the concave sides of their respective central portions face 
away from each otiiier. 

18, (new) An equipment front fece according to claim 17, wherein one of the structural 
parts is provided with a ptojectmg finger suitable for being received m a facmg cavity 
foimed in the other structural part 

1 9. (new) An equipment front face for a motor vehicle, the frx>nt fece comprising a top 
Cross-member extended at its ends firstly by lateral siq>ports and secondly by leg$> the 
front face comprising at least first and second structural parts each having a central 
portion and two extensioxxs on either side of the central portion^ fte central portions of the 
two structural parts belonging to the cross-member, the extensions of the first structural 
part belonging to the lateral sii^^ports while the extensions of the second structural part 
belong to the legs, one of the structural parts is situated towards the front of flie cross- 
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member, vrfiile Hie other sfructural part is situated towards the rear thereof, and the top 
ca»ss-member includes a body made of a plastics material interconnecting the structund 
parts,. 
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
